W. BAUER that on 4/4/68 he attended a meeting of the Memphis 
Citizens Committee for the Blind At the Sheraton Motor 
Inn, Union Avenue. lV . / He s hafted that he sat at a large table 
with SjjgNRAD T,Tr,r, T N . ' Head of Office Vocational Rehabilitation^, 
Departmerit of - 8ervices,ior the Blind who was on hls~~rlght, 
and on his left was VAN MLELSON , Counselor, Office Vocational 
Rehabilitation, Department of Services 'for the Blind. Mr. 
^MCKNIGHT stated th ere here sev eral Q |.her people at the 
rS^le, PETER WINFREY ""(jehairman. of the Memphis Citizens 
Committee for fhe STTnd) , and ROBERT FOLLEY , (member of 
the House of^Representatives f or - the~StaTe“o'f Tennessee) . 
w Mr . MC KNIGHT stated there were several other people at 
fable, the names of whom he is not sure of at this 
time . 

KNIGHT was advised by SA BAUER that he 
was overhearcT speaking to another individual at this table 
and stating "That King was not going to carry that march 
because he knew_a boy from Northern Mississippi who would 
stop him." ""Mr . MC KNIGHT emphatically denied that he made 
such a statement and stated that he could not even remember 
mentioning the name of Dr. KING, let alone making such an 
absurd statement. 

Mr. MC KNIGHT added that due to the recent racial 
problems that had occurred in Memphis prior to the meeting 
he was sure that there was some discussion by the people 
at the meeting about the racial situation, but he stated 
that he never made any statements that could have been 
construed as a threat against Dr. KING nor did he heard 
any other member of the committee make such a statement.
